-- You requested for discussion with Haig a copy of your 
earlier memo to the NSC (on the pipeline and its impact 
on the Soviet economy and military) and a copy of 
Bob Gate's recent memo to you. 
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2. The above is a full platter and goes beyond the number of items (6) 
Haig's staff shoots for. Haig's staff, in fact, asked that we drop the Central 
America item to reduce the number of topics. This seems reasonable in view 
of the NSPG postponement. We all know, however, that you and_Secretary Haig 
will discuss issues in accordance with your own priorities. 25X1 
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
